TWO DIE IN FIRE 
AS GARAGE BLAZES 


Wife and Baby of Chauffeur 
for Jackson K. Dering 
Perish When Place 
Becomes Furnace. 


MEN DASH TO OPEN AIR. 


Three Burst Way to Freedom 
Through Belt of Gasoline 
Flames at 1824 Prai- 
rie Avenue. 


While the members of a little family of 
three were seated at their dinner table—with 
an infant sleeping in a rocking chair close by 
—on the second floor of a private garage at 
1824 Prairie avenue last evening, a wave of 
flame burst in upon them. 

Frantically the three adults fought their 
way toward freedom through a hurricane of 
fire fed by oll and gasoline. They groped 
their way to the windows, to find egress 
blocked by iron bars. Somehow or other 
they escaped from the fiery furnace, just 
bow no one knows. 

Three minutes later the head of the family, 
Roy K. Carr, a chauffeur, was found in the 
alley in a delirium, burned from the top of 
his head to his waist. Then firemen stumbled 
across the body of another man. It was that 
of Carr’s brother-in-law, Peter Peterson, a 
one-armed man. He was unconscious as a 
result of a deep scalp wound and a fracture of 
a knee cap. j 


Find Dying Woman, Dead A Baby. 

It was not until a crowd had gathered 
that some one found in the corner of the yard 
the body of Mrs. Carr. Her clothing was 
burned away completely. She died in less 
than half an hour. 

It was not until the fire had been fought 
under control that the firemen found the 
remnant of a wooden rocking cheir and on 
it the body of the child. 

It fs believed, however, that a spark from 
a coal stove on the Stable floor started the 
fire. Several small explosions followed, com- 
municating the flames with the stores of 
gasoline, which added to the intensity of the 
fire. 

The story told in the police reports was 


as follows: 

The Dead. 

CARR, MRS. ELIZABETH, 23 years old; burned 
se severely that she died on the way to St. 
Luke’s hospital. 

CARR, ROY K. JR., 6 months old; burned to 


death. 

The Injured. 

CARR, ROY K., 30 years old; burned about head, 
arms, and chest; 
Mercy hospital. 

PETERSON, PETER, 20 years old, 4 cripple; 
scalp wounded and left knee cap fractured by 
leaping from window of burning building. 

PETERSON, WILLIAM, 16 years old, clerk; 
slightly injured while trying to enter burned 
building in search of his sister, Mrs. Carr. 
The fire occurred in the barn in the rear 

of the residence of Secor Cunningham, who 

had leased it as a stable and garage to Jack- 
son K. Dering, vice president of the Dering 

Coal company, who lives at the Hotel Metro- 

pole. Carr has been employed as his chauf - 

feur for several years and before that time 
acted as his driver. 

On the first floor of the building—a two 
story brick structure—there were two auto- 
mobiles—touring car and a limousine—three 
horses and as many carriages. On the sec- 
ond floor lived Carr, his wife and baby, and 
his two brothers-in-law. 


Carr Raves in His Grief. 


No alarm of fire was turned in until after 
the tragic scenes had occurred. When men 
from adjoining stables and neighbors of the 
Cunninghame sew the blaze it was sweeping 
through the roof. There was not a sign of 
life save the moans of the husband and 
father, who was raving in the alley uncon- 
scious from his burns. 

He was hurried to the Wychmere drug 
store a block away, and there his wounds 
were treated by Dr. H. A. Peterson, assisted 
by a clerk, David Giffors. 

** I don't know how it started,“ he moaned. 
„We were all sitting down at the table and 
the baby was in a chair near its mother 
when the whole wall over toward where the 
stove was seemed to be solid fire. It might 
have been the stove. It might have come 
from downstairs, where the gasoline was. 1 
don't know.” 

He was held in the drug store by force. 
He wanted to return to the fire and find his 
wife. 

The thought of her and the baby made him 
shudder. 

didn't mean to leave her. I didn’t know 
what I was doing. Some way 1 got out, but 
—I left her. 

Leave me alone, doctor. 
ef her. She must be burnt.“ 

Through the ordeal of wrapping his great 
wounds in lint and bandages, his thought 
was only for his family. 


But Wife Lost Way in Flames. 

The only theory accepted as possible by the 
police was that the three grown people had 
made their way to the open air by different 
routes. Carr, they believed, forced his way 
down the stairway and into the alley, fol- 
lowed by his wife, who became lost in the 
flames and broke open the door into the 
yard of the Cunningham home. After tak- 
ing a few steps she fell where she was found 
later. 

She was carried into the house and within 
ten minutes an automobile ambulance had 
been summoned and she was on her way to 
Mercy hospital. As she was being lifted from 
the conveyance to the ground she died. 

The cripple, Peter Peterson, the police be- 
lieved escaped by finding a window opening 
upon the yard which was not completely shut 
in by the fron bars. 


Wealthy Men Give Aid. 

Many of the wealthy men of the neighbor- 
hood, including Arthur Meeker. general 
manager for Armour & Co.; Dante! Hayes, 
1720 Prairie avenue; Clarence Forest, 37 
Eighteenth street, and Alfred Trumbley, 1812 
Prairie avenue, hurried to the Cunningham 
residence and offered their services. 

When the body of the boy was found, Mr. 
Hayes took it in his arms, ran into the 
street, halled a passing automobile, and 
hurried to St. Luke's hospital. There it was 
found that life had passed out of the little 
body. 

None of these men was so active as Mr. 
Dering, Carr's employer. 

He gave orders that both of the injured men 
should be given the best service procurable,

Daring Exploration by Intrepid 
Chicago Geographers.

FEARLESS FEAST CAPS FEAT. 


Volunteers Devour ‘‘Discovertes’’ Af- 
ter Epochal Factory Trip. 


A regularly organized exploring party of 
fifty members of the Geographic Society of 
Chicago journeyed into the realm of the 
Great American Pie last night and correlated 
eighteen kinds of pie with the latest geo- 
graphical data. The expedition, it was 
opined by the erudites, was one of the most 
successful ever undertaken in the interest 
of science and had the distinct advantage of 
obviating. all necessity for carrying provi- 
sions, 

The members of the Geographic society met 
at the Art institute early in the evening and 
listened attentively to Dr. J. Paul Goode, 
assistant professor of geography in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and general secretary of 
the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. 

Science, it was explained by Miss Celie 
Hefter and Miss Mary E. Piercd, includes 
plology, but Dr. Goode stuck to his subject 
of the great harbors of western Europe, 
which he was sent to investigate by the 
Chicago parbor commission. 


Calls for Volunteers. 


“Those members who are going to inspect 
the pie factory will meet at the north side of 
the main lobby,” announced the chairman 
solemnly, speaking from the depths of his 
expansive shirt bosom, as soon as Dr. Goode 
had finished talking about his maps and pic- 
tures. 

Since jolsling thie society I have con- 
cluded that the study of geography inciudes 
the study of almost everything.“ explained 
Miss Pierce before the party started from the 
Art institute. In studying commercial 
geography we find it necessary to examine 
into the methods of conducting great indus- 
tries. As loyal Americans we know that pie- 
making, properly speaking, is an art known 
only on this continent.” 

The explorers then proceeded to the Oak 
Park elevated and proceeded to the fast- 
nesses of a mammoth ple factory at 
Wood and Walnut streets. Pie factories 
run nights to meet the breakfast appetites of 
the pie eaters of a great city, so there was 
ample opportunity to watch 26,000 pies in the 
process of making. 


Dauntless Guide Wins an A. P. B. 

The official guide styled himself A. P. B., 
which in piedom means just as much as 
F. R. G. S. and other letters mean when 
placed after names on the title pages of 
geographies. 

It was the official guide's duty to expound 
the technical points of piemaking. He ex- 
plained to the company that he was particu- 
larly able to do this because he never had 
made a pie in his life, but was sure that the 

Ming of a mince pie was put in before the 
crusis were soldered. Some of the women 
geographers assured the officia! guide thar 
he had won a medal for research, and the 
men geographers suggested adding a couple 
of initials to his name. 


Takes Photos of, Thrilling Scene. 


Following the custom of al! up to date ex- 


plorers, a photographer hed been included 
in the party. From time to time he mounted 


a stepladder and made flashlights of the 
other explorers watching the pies in various 
stages of completion whirling past on long 
belts. 

One of the men in the party was quick to 
explain the marks on the crust Of an apple 
pie. 

That central line, of course, te the equa- 
or,“ he told his hearers. “The corcentric 
paraliels on either side of the equator mark 
the zones, and the openings which resemble 
buttonholes are intended to give vent to the 
volcanic activities of the pie while under- 
going the baking process. The formation of 
steam, ete.— 


Scientific Study; Fearless Feast. 

Following the exploration of the pie factory 
proper, a study was made of pie transporta- 
tion. The stables were visited and a similar- 
ity between pie horses and the equine of or- 
dinary commerce was discerned. 

The wagons, however, were unique. They 
were built in such a way that with a few 
changes they might be converted into travel- 
ing postoffices or buzz saw cases in the event 
of paralygation of the ple industry or other 
national calamity. 

The explorers fearlessly ate pie at mid- 
night at long tables provided for them. The 
record for a geographer was three pies in fif- 
teen minutes. He said that only the late- 
nese of the hour prevented him from adding 
to his store, as he was sure of his capacity. 


FIELD ESTATE PLANS BUILDING 
IN FIFTH AVENUE, NEW YORK. 


Seven Million Dollars to Be Expended 
in Improving Gotham Property as 
an Investment. 


New York, Dec. 11.—[Special. ]}—Heirs of 
the Marshall Field estate have had tentative 
plans drawn for a sixteen story store and 
office building for the easterly block front- 
ing in Fifth avenue, between Thirtieth and 
Thirty-first streets. The site is said to be 
valued at $4,000,000. It has a frontage of 
197 feet on the avenue, 164 feet on Thirtieth 
street, and 200 feet on Thirty-first street. 

The building to be erected and the site rep- 
resent an investment of 7.000000. It was 
said today that these plans do not mean that 
such a structure has been decided on, but 
indicate a desire on the part of the heirs to 
reach an understanding as to what kind of 
improvement would be most suitable for the 
property. 

It also is said that even after the plan has 
proved acceptable to the heirs it will be some 
years before the project is carried out. 
Thus the present leases on the site would not 
be affected by any action of the estate. 


CROWD ON AN “L” PLAFORM

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HEALTH HURTS DRUG TRADE 


Many Pharmacists Close Their 
Stores for Lack of Business. 


MEDICINE SALES ARE FEW. 


Calls for Quinine and Cough Sirup 
Never So Infrequent Before. 


Chicago is amazingly heelthy. At least 
that is what druggists say. 

Drug stores in many parts of the city are 
closing their doors on account of decreased 
trade, which is laid to the splendid condi- 
tion of the public health. Since last Monday 
stores at the following locations have gone 


out of business: 


Fifty-first street and Lake avenue. 

Fifty-first street and Indiana avenue, 

Fifty-third street and Lake avenue, 

Fifty-ninth and State streets. 

Sixty-third street and Cottage Grove avenue, 

Sixty-third street and Ashiand avenue, 

Seventy-first street and Harvard avenue. 

A number of north and west side drug 
stores have also closed their doors in the 
last ten days. Lack of businéss haa been the 
cause assigned in every case. 


Chop Suey Lunches Served. 

The state of the public health has con- 
tributed largely to the present condition of 
the drug trade, but the temporary cessation 
of the ice cream soda, which is a big item 
to druggists, has played its share in the re- 
duction of receipts. 

Some drug stores, it is declared, have in- 
stalled a chop suey and chill concarni lunch 
to take the place of iced beverages. 

“There is no use talking, said a down- 
town druggist, business with the drug men 
is the worst I ever have seen in Chicago. 
Nobody is sick—at least they are not buying 
drugs if they are. Usually at this season of 
the year we have a big demand for quinine 
capsules and cough medicines. 

“If anybody in Chicago is suffering from 
a cold this winter I have failed to notice it. 
Have you noticed the absence of barrels of 
horehound candies from the drug store win- 
dows? We used to keep a boy busy in this 
store other winters filling two grain quinine 
capsules, but we haven't had a call for any 
of that dope ina week. 


No Demand for Cough Syrup. 

„In bet there haven't been six bottles of 
cough sirup sold at any downtown drug 
store in a week. No wonder the drug stores 
are closing up shop. 

“The tce cream soda is a big factor in the 
drug trade, and at this season of the year, 
when the stores in the outskirts close their 
fountains, the receipts drop off terribly. If 
it wasn't for the business we do in hot bev- 
erages, such as clam broth, bouilion, and hot 

chocolate, downtown dfuggiste could not pay 
their rent during the winter. 

I know several Cruggists who have put in 
chop suey and chili concafni to make up for 
the loss of trade caused by the closing of the 
soda fountain. 

“Still, the fact remains that the principal 
reason for poor business in the drug line is 
the confoundedly good state of the public 
health. Chicago was never so healthy as this 
inter. 

„The worst of it is that when Chicago is 
healthy at this time of the year it stays 
healthy all the winter through. About the

PUSHED BY UNSEEN POWERS. 


Prospective Exploiters. 


War upon the elevated roads by the council 
committee on local transportation and Wa- 
bash avenue property owners “ either con- 
sciously or unconsciously for the benefit of 
those seeking to combine all the transporta- 
tion Mnes of the city was charged last night 
by Charles V. Weston, president of the 
South Side Elevated road, speaking before 
the Men's club of the Fourth Presbyterian 
1 Weston’s address carried most of {ts 
sting in its closing paragraphs. After a full 
review of the situation, he said: ’ 

„ wish you to know that it is not the ele- 
vated railroad companies who are standing in 
the way of giving better transportation, but 
that the whole trouble rests with a handful 
of Wabash avenue property owners and the 
local transportation committee of the city 
council, all of whom are wérking, either con- 
sciously or unconsciously, in behalf of selfish 
interests that are trying to force some of the 
elevated railroads into a situation where they 


bitious to exploit their properties.“ 
When asked who the interests mentioned 


are, he declined to amplify his statement. 


Long Hauls Unprofitable. 

Mr. Weston discussed at length atatistice of 
traction lines in other oities, showing that 
abfoad the average rate of fare is more than 
1 cent per passenger mile, although the cost 
of labor and material is leas than here. He 
then took up his own road, giving extensive 
statistics on operating costs, which showed 
that the cost per passenger mile is 1.06 cents. 

„At that rate,” he said, the average pas- 
senger haul that can be made with profit is 
about four and three-quarter miles. The 
‘ride’ ig not the proper unit of measure, al- 
though it is the one to which people in this 

oun are accustom 
8 2 nis the duty of local transportation 
companies to give the best service possible 
at a reasonable rate. A reasonable rate is 
one which provides for renewal, depreciation, 
operating expenses, interest charges, and a 
sinking fund providing an adequate return 
on money ipvested. Here in Chicago the 
companies are forced to provide @ maximum 
capacity for three hours’ service aday. Much 
of this equipment remains idle the other 
twenty-one hours, but still interest on the 


investment is accruing. 


Wants Longer Loop Platforms. 

“ The through routing of cars of the North- 
western and South Side elevated roads is 
demanded by city authorities before show- 
ing indulgence ‘or even justic6 by allowing 
lengthening of the loop platforms, which 
would reduce congestion 20 per cent ormore. 
It is not fair nor politic to refuge the length- 
ening of the platforms because the com- 
panies decline to accede to iNegal demands. 
If longer platforms injure some they have 
recourse in the courts.” 

The Gouth Side elevated road, Mr. Weston 
said, is undervalued, being worth 620,000 000 
and capitalized at $18,000,000. He declared 
his road would not extend its line beyond its 
present extremities because to do so would 
be unprofitable, but that additional “ feed- 
eres which do not lengthen the haul will 
be built wherever they can be maintained

| The Rev. J. W. Chapman Coming 
to Chicago for Six Weeks. 


PLAN FORMED AT DINNER. 


Pastors Representing 204 Churches 


Sanction Invitation. 


Chicago is to have six weeks of revival 
services beginning on the first of next March, 
under the leadership ot the Rev. J. Wilbur 
Chapman of Philadelphia, assisted by the 
ministers and congregations of every church 
in the city in conjunction with the laymen’s 
Evangelistic council. 

This was decided at a dinner at the Audi- 
torlum hotel last night, when pastors of 204 
churches, who were the guests of the lay- 
men, sanctioned the invitation sent to Dr. 
Chapman some time ago. Dr. Chapman was 
present at the banquet. 

The evangelist and the various speakers 
last night outlined the plans for the coming 
revival. It will not be a one man affair, they 
said, but a general movement wherein Dr. 
Chapman, assisted by his fifty pastors and 
workers, will hold not one meeting, but fifty 
simultaneous meetings every night and day 
for six weeks in every part of the city. 

Vote Is Unanimous. 

The banquet last night wae presided over 
by Henry P. Crowell. Invitations had been 
gent to 540 pastors in Chicago. The motion 
to ask Dr. Chepman to come to the city 
and lead the monster revival was carried: 
unanimously. 

“There are 17,200 saloons in Chicago,” 
gaid Mr. Crowell to the gathering last night. 
“They employ 25,000 men, and the receipts 
from the traffic aggregates $52,000,000 every 
day in the year. This is what we are up 
againet. 

One of the reasons why we want the co- 
operation of the churches in this campaign 
is that united we are only 990,000 strong, and 
those against us are 2,000,000.“ 

In concluding the speaker made a most 
eloquent plea for a united action that would 
make Chicago a better city, and cited the 
fact that the white slave traffic required 
that 5,000 lives be offered up every year. 

: Talk by Dr. Chapmag. 
Chapman spoke in part as follows: 

J read the other day that in one mar- 
riage in a hundred there is not a divorce. If 
this is true, how badiy a revival istneeded. 

“ The problem as I gee it is not to get people 
in the church, but to fire those already in 
to work for the betterment of the community. 
If I come here I will take this city for Jesu 
Christ, and I believe it can be taken.“ 

A committee will be named later to make 
final arrangemente for the revival. Dr. 
Chapman goes to Boston from here to make 
arrangements for a revival to be held there 
goon.

New York, Dec. 11.—[Speciah I Charles 
Frohman, who returned today on the Lusi- 
tania from ‘a seven weeks’ visit to London, 
Paris, and Berlin, said he was going on to 
Chicago to complete arrangements for a 
theater to be built for him there in which he 
will make original productions. He added: 

“While abroad I renewed the leases on 
the three theaters 1 hold in London and ar- 
ranged for productions which I will begin 
giving immediately when I returnto that city,

A few minutes later she 
found the jewel case in her mother’s room 
in the same condition.

Finance Committee Plans to Put 
Salaries at $3,500 a Year. 


JUDGES’ CHANCES ARE POOR. 


Building Commission Starts Work on 
Revision of Code, 


The salaries of the aldermen will be raised 
to $3,500 a year if the council finance com- 
mittee can manage it. At the same time 
the chances of the judges of the Municipal] 
court ‘getting an increase from $6,000 to 
$10,000 a year are not bright. The aldermen 
argue it of no avail to vote the judicial pay 
this year, as none of the judges would bene- 
fit from it. 

The finance committee took both matters 
up at its meeting yesterday. The judicial 
pay roll was passed over without comment. 
As to their own troubles the aldermen 
named Ald, Finn to take charge of the éase, 
He 1 to prepare the necessary orders and 
make what fight Is necessary in the council. 


Sends Claim to Counsel. 

The committee also sent to the corporation 
counsel a claim of the Parker Washington 
company for $15,000 in extras for building the 
southwest land tunnel. After a serious acci- 
dent there last summer Commissioner Han- 
berg ordered a considerable amount of con- 
crete work over what the contract called for. 

The building committee has taken up the 
work of revising the building code in earnest. 
The committee has decided that curing the 
existing code by amendments isimpracticabie 
and a new code should be drafted. It ig a 
big job and will take months. 

The commission yesterday got as far as 
framing the subcommittees among which 
the different branches of the work are to be 
divided. The first three named are alder- 
men, with the first named as chairman and 
the remainder the outside members of the 
commission.

CRUISE OF FLEET. 


Retiring ‘Secretary of Navy 
Says Battleships Need Few 
Repairs After Voyage. 


NEW VESSELS ALL RIGHT. 


Board of Officers Reports Harsh 
Criticisms Were Not Well 
Grounded. 


Washington, D. C., Dee. 11.—[Special.}— 
Secretary Metcalf of the navy department 
in his annual report, discusses, as the most 
notable naval event of the last year. the 
voyage of the battleship fleet around the 
world. 

The facts are, Secretary Metcalf says, that 
the ships maintained schedule time and have 
practically taken care of their owfi repairs 
on this cruise. The repair list sent in at 
the naval station, Cavite, P. I., has just been 
received and is significant. It shows tha: 
after the voyage to the distant borders of 
the Pacific the needed repairs are negligible. 

This cruise, hardly half over, he declares 
has given us an opportunity to get better 
acquainted with the republics to the south of 
us, with our own island possessiops, with 
the new and vigorous branch of the Britisn. 
empire in Australia, and particularly with 
Japan, and has given to those countries a 
better opportunity to get acquainted with us. 


Board Approves New Ships. 

Passing to certain recent criticisms of the 
new and larger battleshipe now building the 
secretary says that at the conference, con- 
vened and opened by the president at New- 
port, the general matter of design of these 
ships was approved after forty-three days’ 
consideration, by this assermblage of the best 
authorities available in the navy, consisting 
of about sixty officers, all but seven of whom 
were line officers of the seagoing branch of. 
the service. 

The secretary recommends that congress 
authorize the construction of four battle- 
ships, four scout cruisers. ten destroyers, 
four submarines, three colliers, one repair 
ship, one ammunition ship, two minelaying 
shipse—these two ships to be converted from 
cruisers now on the navy list. 


Navy Run with Economy. 

The navy department being a large busi- 
ness organization, Mr. Metcalf suggests rear- 
rangements of the duties of any bureau are 
exceedingly difficult and complex, and neces- 
sarily rests with congress, but those who 
speak of the millions unnecessarily spent an- 
nually by the lack of economical administra- 
tion do not realize that a comparatively small 
percentage of the annual budget goes for re- 
pair and maintenance of the material of the 
fleet. 

The greater part is expended for the pay 
and provisioning of the navy and marine 
corps, ammunition, fuel, and expenditures 
on account of increase ot the navy. So far as 
concerns the last named item the department 
has long been an exceedingly economical Pur- 
chaser, the contract price of our latest bat- 
tleships being hardly more than the actual 
cost of labor and material and incidental ex- 
penses, and considerably below the limit fixed 
by congress. 


FIGHT ROOSEVELT NAVAL PLAN. 


Members of House Oppose Withdrawal 
of Marine Corps from Bat- 
tleships. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—A movement 
is being considered by members of the house 
looking to the overthrow of the recent order 
of the president, withdrawing the marine 
corps from warships. Just what form the 
opposition to the president’s order WW take 
has not been decided upon. 

One prominent member today declared that, 
if the naval committee did not take some step 
to defend the marine corps, there probably 
would be a provision offered on the floor of 
the house expressing the disapproval of that 
body of the president's policy. 

Further feeling against the president by 
members of the house is shown by the record 
of the subcommittee on appropriations, 
which has been investigating the raging of 
the old Pennsylvania depot. Col. Bromweli, 
military aid to the president, told the com- 
mittee he tore down the building on the writ- 
ten order of the president. 

Representative Livingston asked if the 
president had said why he wanted the build- 
ing removed. Mr. Tawney asked if there 
was any necessity for its removal, and Mr. 
Burleson inquired if it was done to improve 
the perspective—all of which remained un- 
answered until Chairman Tawney demanded 
one. Then Col. Bromwell nded that he 


knew of no immediate necessity. 
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Roosevelt and President Elect ‘Files 
Taft had an extended conference tonight at 
the White house. “Many matters relative 
to the present and next administration were 
discussed. not the least important ot which 
was a general talk e sy Toe cabi- 
net. 

The conference began 8 10 o'clock, at 
the conclusion of a dinner at the home of 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury and 
Mrs. Winthrop, attended by Mr. and Mrs 
Taft. Before the conference Mr. Taft an- 
noünced that it would be entirely an execu- 
tive session, and that he should decline to 
givé any details whatever, aside from the 
advance announcement that he should talk 
over mapy important matters with the presi- 


oe, 
‘Expects Talk with Root. 

Besides consulting with President Roose- 
velt regarding various men who may be avail- | 
able for cabinet positions, Mrs, Taft tomor- 
row expects to have a conference with Sec- 
rétary Root. 

During an interview today between M. 
Taft and Senator Aldrich the reeu of the 
work of the monetary commission was thor- 
oughly gone over. Senator Aldrich, it was 
learned, is a thorough believer in the efficacy 
of the commission, and is an enthusiastic. 
advocate of legislation which shall place into 
permanent law some of the recommenda- 
tions which are to be made. 


Many After Cabinet Seats. 


Cabinet recommendations are being made 
to the president elect by many callers, the 
northwest and the Pacific coast being es- 
‘pecially desirous of preferment. The north- 
west wants representation in the diplomatic 
service. 

Mr. Taft today received many callers in 
regard to matters that will come under his 
jurisdiction when he becomes president. 
Cardinal Gibbons and Father Ketcham con- 
ferred as special representatives of Catholle 
Indians in connection with matters pending 
before the Indian bureau at Washington. 


MITCHELL ASSAILS THE COURTS 


Former Miner Head Declares Recent 
Decisions Tend to Curtail.

New York, Dec. 11.—[Special.]—In a speech 
before, the Women's Trade union tonight 
John Mitchell, chairman of the trade agree- 
ment committee of the National Civic feder- 
ation and ex-president of the United Mine- 
workers of America, denounced recent court 
decisions as tending to curtail the liberties of 
workingmen.

Bonds for Huge Amount. 


GIVE PLEAS TO THE SOLONS.

Gannon and Fairbanks Hear Scheme 
tor Waterway Works. 


Washington. D. C., Dec. 11.—The national 
rivers and harbors congress, at its conclud- 
ing eeesion placed itself on record in favor of 
the issuance of government bonds for the 
improvement of the waterways of the coun- 
try. The congress declared for an author- 
ized issue by the national congress of $500,- 
000,000 wortn of bonds. the proceeds to be 
used in the payment exclusively for river and 
harbor Work, provision for the issue to be 
similar to the Panams canal bonds. 

Later a committee presented the bond 
resolution to Vice President Fairbanks and 
Speaker Cannon. Mr. Fairbanks expressed 
a favorable opinion of the proposition, but 
Mr. Cannon merely assured the committee 
that the resolution would be referred to the 
proper committee for consideration. 

The resolutions urge the completion of 
projects heretofore approved and the adop- 
tion of new schemes of a comprehensive 
character; the appointment of a committee 
to prepare a bill for introduction in congress 
providing for the proposed bond issue, the 
creation of a permanent commission to study 
waterway projects here and abroad with a 
view to suggegt to congress 4 comprehensive 
plan and policy for improving our water- 
ways; the enlargement to twice its present 
size of the engineer corps of the army; and 
the utilization of the present United States 
assistant civil engineers with authority to 
propose to congress plans and projects for 
waterway improvements.

Committee May Have to Take Testi- 
mony After Christmas Recess.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—The tariff 
hearings before the ways and means com- 
mittee will be continued throughout thé short 
session of congress, and President Elect Taft 
will have further conferences with the com- 
mittee. A compromise has been reached re- 
garding the tariff on Philippine sugar anda to- 
bacco as a result of the conference yester- 
day between Mr. Taft and the majority mem- 
bers of the committee. That the house of 
representatives will pass a bill which will 
thoroughly revise the present schedules is 
generally admitted. 

At yesterday's conference Mr. Taft did not 
discuss any particular tariff schedules, but 
expressed the desire to take up certain sched- 
ules at some future confererce with the eom - 
mittee. He also favored any action whics 
would bring before the committee those 
manufacturers who have expressed their 
views publicly on the tariff question. 

With President Elect Taft and the house in 
favor of a tariff law which will meet present 


conditions and materially revise present du- 


ties, mainly downward, the discussion of the 
tariff situation centers in the possible action 
of the senate. While some claim the upper 
house will not attempt to make any radical 
changes in the bill which the house wil! pass, 
provided that measure does not include many 
reductions, others express the opinion that 
certain interests in the senate will desire to 
amend the bill to such an extent that Mr. 
Taft would be likely to veto it. 

Herbert E. Miles of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, who has appeared be- 
fore the committee several times, resumed 
the stand today. He said the tariff plank 
of the republican platform was variously 
interpreted by Republicans

SEES CHANGE IN PRICE. 


M. J. Splegel Points to Low 
Terms Offered Private Com- 
pany in Comparison. 


Tentative negotiations between the board 
of education and the sanitary Gimtrict for the 
public school lighting and power \contract 
began yesterday with a spirited verbal tilt 
between Trustee Modie J. Spiegel and W. D. 
Ray, contract agent for the district. 

Mr. Ray appeared at a meeting of the bulld- 
ings and grounds committee in the afternoon 
at President Schneider's request to tell the 
trustees what the drainage board can do in 
the way of supplying current at the school 
buildings. Mr. Spiegel, as chairman of the 
subcommittee that negotiated the Common- 
wealth Edison contract which was held up 
at a recent meeting of the board, put some 
sharp queries to Mr. Ray, and a wordy battle 
was averted only by the diplomacy of other 
members of the committee. 

Enough was said, however, to surprise the 
trustees with the fact that the International 
Harvester company is receiving electric light 
and power from the sanitary district at 
slightly more than 1 cent per kilowatt hour, 
one of the lowest priced contracts known to 
electrical engineers. 


Bumps Agaiust Spiegel’s Map. 

Mr. Ray began his interview with the com- 
mittee by asking for more time in which to 
investigate the school lighting situation. 

Mr. Spiegel was armed with an enormous 
map, showing the schools that get electric 
current and the lines of the Commonwealth 
Edison company. 

“This map.“ he said to Mr. Ray. shows 
that to reach the schools the Commonwealth 
company uses eighty-eight miles of drains 
beyond the equipment of the sanitary dis- 
trict. Can you extend your equipment to 
meet the demand? And can you offer fig- 
ures that will compete with those of the con- 
tract already drawn?!“ 

„% We are not asking for an exclusive con- 
tract, returned Mr. Ray hotly. “ We are 
willing to present plain figures—figures that 
can be read without glasses. We don’t wish 
to enter into any clash or competition with 
any one.” 

“You propose 2 cents per hour for current 
delivered at the schools. Isn't is true that 
you have a contract with the International 
Harvester company in which the price fluctu- 

es around 1 cent?” 

* It averages 1% or 1% cents. But that is 
where the company uses current in large 
amounts for every hour of the twenty-four, 
We don’t maintain that we can supply all 
the schools now. But you will find a differ- 
ent state of affairs when your present con- 
tract expires in sixteen months?

Oppose Skyscraper Plan.

GOVERNORS SHOULDSTAY HOME | 


Judge Cleland Criticises Conservation 
Congress in Washington While 
Great Poverty Exists. 


Judge MécKengle Cleland, addressing a 
Meeting at the 1 home last 
night, said. that inStead of the governors at- 
tending a national conference for the con- 
servation of natural resources they would 
do better to conserve the 10,000,000 poverty 
stricken people in the country by practical 
legislation. j 

Judge Cleland declared that the conference 
now going on at Washington is a waste of 
time. The governors are talking about 
saving natural gas,“ he said, “ when they 
might be at home doing something practical 
that will save the underfed from dying of tu- 
derculosis, which is brought about by poverty 
and poor sanitation. What we need more 
than a conference of governors is the dis- 
play of common horse sense to treat of the 
difficulties that exist. We should begin right 
with the head of the hation. We have a 
secretary of the Interior. There is no longer 
any interior. We should have a United 
States department of charities and correc- 
tions. with a eecretary, who will recommend 
remedlal legislation that will save the mak- 
ing of criminals.

Building Being Erected for 
W. M. Hoyt as Experiment 
Promises Good Returns. 


NO CLASS DISTINCTION. 


Eighteen Flats Is Exact Re- 
production of Others. 


There will be no class distinction among 
the tenants of the new model flat dbulld- 
ing at 5528 and 5530 Lake avenue, now being 
constructed for William M. Hoyt, wholesale 
grocer, eccording to plans made by Archi- 
tect H. Webster Tomlinson. 

There will be no aristocrat of the “ firet 
‘floor front” nor plebeian of the top floor 
rear,” and Mrs. Brown, who lives on the 
west court, will be unable to flaunt the 
supériority of her apartment over that of 
Mrs. Smith, who lives around the corner in 
the east court. 

With no class distinction im this model 
tenement" there will be no clothes line 
cases to be settled in the police courts, 
and discontent and petty jealousy will be 
strangers in the building. 


T each one of the eighteen apartments 
in th building is an exact reproduction of 
the other is given by the architect as the 


reason why this problem in flat building 
construction has been solved. Mr. Hoyt 
consented to erect the building as an experi- 
ment at the solicitation of the Hyde Park 
Betterment league. 


Will Be Financial Success. 

That the building will be a success finan- 
clally is shown, says the architect, by the 
fact that almost every flat is let in advance, 
and even at the low rate of rent asked the 
building will return a moderate profit on the 
investment of $35,000. 

The building is constructed of fancy 
pressed yellow brick and makes a valuable 
addition to the propetty of the neighbor- 
hood. There are eighteen apartments and 
two stores on the ground floor.

HOLDS JURISDICTION IN CASE. 


Judge Pinckney in Juvenile Court Gives 
Frank McCarthy, 13, fate Custody of 
His Parents. 


Through a decision rendered by Judge 
Pinckney in the Juvenile court late yester- 
day afternoon, Frank McCarthy, 13 yeare 
old, who is alleged to have fatally stabbed 
Joseph Donnersberger, his schoolmate, of the 
same age, Oct. 13, was given into the custody 
of his parents.

Frank then drew a knife, it is charged, and 
etruck back toward the Donnersberger boy, 
inflicting a deep wound in his abdomen.

The appointment of President Brush as chairman 
of the investigating committee is taken as an indi- 
cation that the bulk of the work will be done in this 
city and that theguilty parties are located here or 
hereabouts.

His determination to quit and his sub- 
sequent announcement the other day that he had 
decided to remain on President Pulliam's staff ate 
all explained by this disclosure of an attempt to 
bribe him and by the league's determination to 
investigate and punish such an attempt. John- 
stone and Kiem both were-in constant attendance 
at the meetings until this afternoon, but their pres- 
ence was not thought to be significant, as both re- 
side in or near this city. 

That it should have taken the club owners so 
many hours to prepare the foregoing statement for 
publication is not credible. Its preparation could 
have demanded only a small portion of so long a 
time. That the rest of the long hours was devot@4 
to an earnest discussion of the advisability of mak- 
ing the matter public is the only natural deduction,

It was the game which nearly wrecked the 
polo grounds fences; through the mad efferts of 
all the citfzems of New York to see it. The Cubs 
were victors by a score of 4 to 2. after a struggle 
so exciting that a cowardly assault wes made 
upon Manager Chance as tre was leaving the bat- 
tlefield, and the whole Cub. outfit needed the pro- 
tection of the police with drawn revolvers while 
they were in their dressing room at the grounds 
after the game was decided.

The facts de- 
veloped are that Chance, 23 years old, went 
to the office of the Consolidated Agencies 
company on May 10, 1907, to borrow $50. 

There Robert J. Jeffs, president of the

The United States exported during the 
last fiscal year over $11,000,000 worth 
ot boots and shoes. No other country 
came up to it. The lead which the Amer-

them raw materials. The British 
manufacturers are worried over the out- 
look. British men and women bought 
last year nearly $2,000,000 worth of 
American footwear, one reason being the 
better fit and the neater look. The Brit- 
igh manufacturers say openly that their 
business would be ruined if the price of 
American boots and shoes were lowered, 
as it would be if the manufacturers in 
this country got free raw materials. 

If congress were to refuse to put hides 
on the free list, where all the American 
manufacturers of boots and shoes and 
other leather goods wish to have them, 
it would be fair to infer that congress 
sympathized with the perturbed British 
manufacturers and wished to protect 
them against an invasion of American 
shoes. It is the duty of congress to help 
the expert trade. Chicago representa- 
tives should bear in mind the fact that 
Chicago sends some shoes to foreign mar- 
kets and would send more but for tariff 
obstacles which those represmptatives 
ahould remove. 

Free hides would mean much more 
than an opportunity for boot and shoe 
manufacturers te expand thoir foreign 
trade. It would enable ther: to Sell 
cheaper shoes to American consamets or

Hon. Lewis Harcourt, 
the cabinet minister, and of the latter's 
American wife, the niece of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan. Moreover, in those days the stipend of 
the archbishop of York was over $200,000 a 
year, whereas In these modern times it has 
been reduced to $60,000. 

Of course, the latter sum appears Uberal. 
especially in the eyes of village rectors, who 
are obliged to maintain themselves and their 
families on $1,200 a year, and to curates, who 
are expected to make both ends meet on «a 
paltry $400 a year. But when all the drains 
on the arehbishop’s purse are taken into con- 
sideration, it will be seen that little remains 
at his personal disposal, and that he, too, 
despite his palace, his allowances, and his 
emoluments, is not free from financial 
worries. 

> 


Not among the least of these charges upon 
the new archbishop's purse will be the alto- 
gether extravagant fees which he will be 
called upon to pay to all kinds of government, 
ecclesiastical, and court officiais. Relics of 
meéteval times, these fees amount in the case 
of an archbishop to close upon $10,000, and 
comprise, among other extraordinary items, 
a sum of $200, for gloves, to the menibers of 
the chapter af the cathedral of Canterbury; 
$30 for the sovereign’s gentieman of the 
cellar; $20 to the sovereign’s chief cook; 
and $10 to the “ sovereign’s barber.” When 
it is only a bishop who is appointed, the titu- 
lar barber of the sovereign contents himself 
with a fee of merely $5. 

What is so tiresome about these fees is 
that they are mostly extorted in the shape of 
small sums, which gives the unfortunate 
prelate the impression that he has paid even 
more than has really been the case, and it is 
not astonishing, under the circumstances, 
that when the iate Dr. William Connor Magee 
was consecrated archbishop of York, the 
witty Irishman. took as a text fer the first 
sermon which he preached as primate in the 
ancient minster of York, the verse of the 
New Testament, which describes how a cer- 
tain man went down from Jerusalem to Jer- 
icho and fell among thieves.’ 

It was this same archbishop of York who, 
on being received in audience by the late 
Queen Victoria, to make the act of homage on 
appointment, remarked, gratefully, to her

The 
coast line of California and other seacoast 
states which have a natural moist climate 
would be suitable for cotton manufacture. 
Artificial moisture can be made for the pur- 
pose, but this, with higher priced labor ia 
the north, could not profitably eompete with 
the natural damp climate and lower wages of 
the southern states.

BARNINGS OF BAILBOADS. 

Chicago, Dec. 10.— [Editor of The Tribune. ] 
Dames J. Hill in his address at Feoris 
stated that at the existing prices of manu- 
factured products and labor a railroad could 
not now be built between Chicago and New 
York that would pay annually 2 per cent upon 
the cost of its construction, charging present 
rates on freight and passengers. 

This means that the railroads now operat- 
ing between Chicago and New York (Penn- 
eylvania, New York Central, Erie, Baltimort 
and Ohio) are not earning at present rates 
2 per cent upon what it would cost to repro- 
ducethem. Allactually cost much more than 
a new road could be builtfor. When some of 
them were constructed iron rails Were $120 a 
ton. Steel raile are now $28 aton. The pre- 


valling rate of interest was then 10 per cent, 
while now it is 4 per cent. Yet in face of the 
facts, Mr. Barber, president of the Diamond 
Match company, Was applauded by members 
of the Illinois Manufacturers’ association at 
its annual banquet for denouncing as thieves 
and robbers the managers of the same rail- 
roads for charging these rates. He said they 
art absorbing the entire profits of the coun- 
try.” 
Is the Diamond Match company content 
with exacting from the public, in annual 
profits, only 2 per cent upon what it would 
cost to reproduce its plants? Were any manu- 
facturers present at the banquét who are 
content with an annual return of 2 per cent 
upon the cost of reproducing their plants?

The Strauss From Italy is a selection 
which has been heard here but rarely in ite 
entirety. Ite third section, On the Shores 
of Sorrento,” bas been played some five 
times, and enjoys a certain measure of favor 
at the public’s hands. The work as a whole 
does not make strong appeal—it hae failed 
to do so when played twice before, it did so 
yesterday. There are many things of beauty 
in the score—many things that are interesting 
for the musician, but to the average listener 
the meaning of the four sections is indefinite 
and rather vague, giving the feeling that the 
eomposer was not yet wholly sure of him- 
self and his means.

The orchestra] programs contained a slip in 
which the accusations made against the man- 
agement* as regards salary and the control 
of the men was discussed. Part of it follows: 

“ During the entire eighteen years’ exist- 
ence of the Theodore Thomas orchestra as a 
Chicago institution, and for many years pre- 
vious, its members have been engaged under 
uniform signed contracts forbidding them to 
play as members of any other orchestra, 
large or small, in public or private, without 
the consent of the director being first ob- 
tained. The object of this restriction has 
been threefold, namely: 

“To prevent overwork and late hours, and 
reserve the full freshness and vitality of 
every member of the orchestra for the excep- 
tional demands of its own rehearsals and pub- 
lic performances; 

“To prevent deterioration of the work of 
the individual musician as to tone quality and 
technique; / 

To prevent the cheapening ofthe name of 
the Theodore Thomas orchestra by ite use 
as an advertisement for a lot of heteregene- 
ous performances for which the Orchestral 
association is in no wise responsible and from 
which it derives no benefit. 

“The prestige of the orchestra brings us 
many offers of outside concerted engage- 
ments, large and small, at prices higher than 
those offered for other musicians. Our mu- 
sicilans are seldom called upon to play more 
than two-thirds of the number of perform- 
ances for which their contracte provide, and 
We might require them to play many of these 
outside engagements without extra pay, tak- 
ing the entire proceeds into the treasury of 
the association. It has, however, been our 
practice. in order to make Chicago attractive 
to good musicians, to turn over to the mem- 
bers of the orehestra, without profit to the 
association, such local engagements as can 
be accepted without detriment. 

“To sum up, the trustees, after careful 
consideration and for the best interest of the 
institution, have committed this matter of 
outside engagements to the control of the 
assistant to the director, as the officer most 
competent in their judgment te handle it, 
under carefully drawn regulations adopted 
by themselves, without unfair or secret com- 
pensation. Under these regulations for such 
engagements the members of the orchestra 
usually get a premium above ordinary ratés, 
and get it all, without deduction. Their total 
earnings are, as they should be, far above 
those of average musicians, although they 
are required by contract, when necessary, 
to subordinate their personal interest to the 
purposes of the association, which are simply 
to do the most artistic work possible from 
week to week, in our own great series of per- 
formances. We are glad to say that they 
have always done 80, loyally and gladly, as 
sinc@ére artists, for the sake of the cause. 
de have every confidence that they always 
will.”

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Beaten Paths of Travel 


Wiliam Dean Howells went to 

Italy a while ago and began writing 

about it with as much charm and 

surprise as if he never had seen 

it before, arid as if he were at most,

Mr. Howells has, indeed, reached that 
happy place where almost anything in this 
world of infinite diversions will serve as a 
peg upon which to hang a string of his 
whimsical observations, For example hav- 
ing visited the Pincian hill, he returns to 
luncheon efter this fashion: In returning 
from the Pinctan hill the only cab we had 
been able to get was the last left of the 
worst cabs in Rome, and we had bidden the 
driver wait for us at the church stepe (of 
Sante Maria Maggiore), not without some | 
hope that he would play us false. But 
there he was, true to his word, with such 
disciplined fidelity as that of the Roman 
sentinele who used to die at their posts: 
and we mounted to ours with the mute 
prayer that we, at least, might reach home 
alive. This did not seem probable when the 
driver whipped up his horse. It appeared to 
have aged and sickened while we were in the 
church, and we had thought & looked as 
bad as could be before, and it lurched alarm- 
ingly from side to side, recovering itself with 
a plunge of its heavy head away from the 
side in which its body was sinking. The 
driver swayed on his box, having fallen 
equally decrepit in spite of the restoratives 
he seemed to have applied for his years and 
infirmities. His clothes had put on some such 
effect of extreme decay as those of Rip 
Var Winkle in the third act; there wae 
danger that he would fall on top of his falling 
horse, and that their raiment would mingle 
in one scandalous ruin. Via Sistina had 
never been so full of people before; never 
before had it been so long to that point 
we were to turn out of it into the friendly 
obscurity of the little cross street which 
would bring us to our hotel. We could not 
consent to arrive in that form; we made the 
driver stop, and we got out and began 
overpaying him to release us. But the more 
generously we overpaid him the more nobly 
he insisted upon seeing us to our door. At 
last, by such a lavish expenditure as ought 
richly to provide for the few remaining 
years of himself and his horse, we pre- 
valled upon him to let us go, and reached

ENCE.” It is true that Mr. Hutton, like Mr. 
Allen, seems to be in a rage at the tourist, but 
then it is to be remembered that every tour- 
ist is enraged at every other tourist, and 

spends a large part of his time abroad seek- 
ing to avoid his kind, and railing at him 
when he sees him. It might be well to remind 
Mr. Hutton that as he went to Italy for re- 
cuperation of body and spirit, so likewise may 
the greater part of those whom he detests. 
They may have soul sorrows and bodily 
weariness as well as he, and if he is so fortu- 
nate as to be able to dwell in Florence for a 
year, can he not afford to commiserate those 
who could remain but a month, or, per- 
chance, only a week? Mr. Grant Allen was 
systematically disagreeable and arrogant 
when he talked about Europe and what he 
saw there, but Mr. Hutton, for all of his gen- 
tleness and delicacy, is just a trifle ridiculous, 
when he imagines that he is one apart, with 
his divine longings, and unanswered ques- 
tions, and poignant love of the beauty of old, 
old things. One cannot refrain from sug- 
gesting that he take a lesson from the liberal 
and mellow William Dean Howells, who, 
when he is enjoying beauty himself, frankly 
grants that others may be doing the same 
thing, and has no desire to imitate the greedy 
cur and gnaw his bone in solitude. It is not 
without the realm of possibility that even 
some poor outcast Cook's tourist may glimpse 
a thing so lovely, and hold its message 80 
close that all his or her days may be softened 
by it, so that thereafter ugliness is alien, and 
a thing to be borne, but not participated in. 

However, aside from this fantastic irasc!- 
bility.

The time of the tale is during the years of 
young Parnell’s rise to power, and the woes 
of Ireland provide the shadow which offsets 
the blithe comedy of the Fitzgeralds and 
the eccentric citizens of Step-Aside, the vil- 
lage beyond the gates of Avonmere. 

The story might have a longer recapitula- 
tion here, but. that would be to deprive the 
readers of the delight of surprise. Let it suf- 
fice that as between friends, I guarantee the 
good quality of the diversion to be derived 
from this novel, It is whimsical, sad, gay,
